3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a method for using Internet Protocol Measurement Protocol packet. The prior arts 
in the record fail to teach or make obvious to a method comprising the IPMP packet including 
instructions for a recipient of the IPMP packet, said instructions including a start recording 
instruction to a recipient indicating a predetermined number of hops from the measurement host 
that are required before the recipient should begin adding additional information when 
forwarding the IPMP packet within a structure of the claim. These features are claimed in the 
independent claims 1 and 1 1 and render them allowable. The prior arts in the record also fail to 
teach or make obvious to a method comprising the IPMP packet including in a predetermined 
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field a start time to live value and a time to live value within a structure of the claim. These 
features are claimed in the independent claims 5 and 15 and render them allowable.
